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Attachment to Advisory Action 

The proposed amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues under 35 USC 
1 12, second paragraph, and possible under the first paragraph as well. Specifically, it is unclear 
what limitations the proposed phrase "and wherein a role of said polypeptide involves inhibition 
of eosinophil chemotaxis" would place on claim 22. The introduction of the phrase "a role of 
said polypeptide involves" confuses the nexus between the polypeptide and the act of inhibition 
of eosinophil chemotaxis, i.e. what type of part does the polypeptide play in the inhibition of 
eosinophil chemotaxis? As the claim reads, the polypeptide could have an antagonistic or 
agonistic role in the inhibition of eosinophil chemotaxis. Furthermore the claim requires that the 
"substantially pure" polypeptide have a role in eosinophil chemotaxis; thus it is unclear if 
Applicant intends this to be literally true, i.e. one would not expect a substantially pure protein 
that endogenously functions as an integral membrane protein would function in a substantially 
pure form. 

The proposed amendment would overcome all previous grounds of rejection.
